Achieve Top Rating 

The spring semester Collegian, edited by Darrel Miller, 
TJ Sr. has been awarded an all-American rating by the 

Associated Collegiate Press. 

This was the second consecu- 
tive all-Ameriean won by the Col- 
legian. The fall 19&6 paper edited 
by Gary Swaason also received 
the top award. 

The spring Collegian, in com- 
pelltiou with 22 other college daily 
newspapers, received one of eight 
all-American ratings, scoring 
1,730 points of a possible 1.800 
points. 

"A lot of persons gave freely of 
time they dlda't have, to work long 
hours on the Collegian staff," Mil- 
ler said. "I know ^elr grades 
suffered since they received only 
one hour of credit and little en- 
couragement for all of tbeir work.

"The employees of the College Press also played an Important 
part. Ralph Koppes, who composed the type Into pngeH, went out 
of his way to do a good Job for us. Al Estes, pressroom foreman, 
took pride la eeaing tiiat the presawork was top-notch," he added. 

"Prof. MerrUl Samueltton, who now is doing graduate study at 
SUntord. deeerveo a great deal of the credit," Miller said, "His 
tMchlag and advice stood out far above the average college In- 
atruetlon. ' 

The Collegian received ratings of superior, plus bonus points, for 
campus news coverage, for the "On the Hill" magazine page, and 
for typography. 

The paper scored exrelient on variety of news, objective news 
writing, simple and direct style, distinctive opening paragraphs on 
stories, editorials written la a readable atyle, sports coverage, front 
page makevp, good snappy headlines, priatlng. and photography.

Waehtttgton, Oct* S9 — The United- 
States today set up machinery for evacu- 
ating American dependents from the tense 
Middle Baat and conenlted wltb^ Britain 
and France on how to vnm&t mn onl- 
break of war there. 

The government acted swiftly In the 
light of reports that there has been n 
nearly total moUUsatlon ^ Israel of Its 
armed toreee. 

President Btsenhower said yeeterday 
the United States views the sltnatkm with 
"grave concern." He disclosed that he 
had sent two urgent and personal appeals 
to laraOl not to touch oft n Middle Heat 
war. 

He said that In messages he sent Sat- 
urday and SnaftiF to IsraeU-Frlme Sin- 
ister David Ben-Ourion, he expressed 
"grave concern" over Israel's "almost 
complete^* iwhilltttlon and urged that 
Israel take "no forceable Initiative . . • 
which would endanger the peace." 

The president added that although he 
knew of no similar large-scale mobilisa- 
tion by Israel's Arab neighbors, he had 
also "directed that my concern ... be 
commanieatod to the other Uiddle Beat 
states urgently requesting that they re- 
frain from any action which could lead 
to hostlUtieo.^'

Troops Near Suez Canal 
As Israelis Invade Egypt

Jamsaltmi Oct. so — Israeli troops 
were reported today to have driven 126 
miles to within 12 miles of the Suez 
canal in an Invaidon of Bgypt and tha 
Arab world began mobilising for possible 
all-out war. 

Israel announced that both the Egyp- 
tian and Israeli air forem were ta actUm 
In the desert battle. 

.▲n official annoancement said Egyp- 
tian bombers went Into action against 
Israeli trooiw In the Stnal and Begev areas 
before noon and that Israeli's air force 
was attacking Egyptian military convoys 
in the Slnal peninsula. 

All was reported quiet but tense on 
the Jordan. Syrian aAd Lebanese fron- 
tiers. \ 

The annonocement said' the Egyptian 
planes- also shot down a small Israeli 
piper cub observation plane. 

Earlier Eg^fptian anti-aircraft units re- 
ported driving off an Israeli reconoais^ 
sance plane which appeared over Port 
Said. 

Israeli sources described as "grossly 
premature" Egyptian claims to be "liqui- 
dating" the Israeli force m reported by 
the Egyptian high command In Cairo.. 

Although unconfirmed but reliable re- 
ports placed Israeli sources almost with- 
in sight of the Sum canal, eourees close 
to the Israeli government said Israel had 
no deslgqff on the vital waterway. 
■ In Baglidaa» Iraq's Foraign Minister 
Burhanudin Basbayan formally advised 
Egypt that Iraq Is ready to give It "full 
assistance" against the Israelis. 

Tanks Pewins Into Hungaty 

Vienna, Oct. 30 — Strong Soviet tank 
units were reported pouring across the 
Ciech border Into Hungary today, and it 
appeared the Communists had tried once 
again to trick the rabai army into l^inK 
down its arms. 

Oommuntot-eonUfslIed Budapest 
radio announced this morning that Soviet 
troops were evacuating the bloodstained 
capital and that Nationalist vebels ware 
Joining tba Hnngaiiha army in maintain-. 
Ing order. 

But United Press eorrew^ndent Russell 
Jones reported from ^udapMt Itself that 
"strong" Soviet forces were moving into 
the country from Czechoslovakia in what 
appeared to be the start <tf a new Rusiriaa 
drive to crush the Tsbellion.

Many 
authorities both in this nation and abroad 
CoiiHldt r the land-grant syatem the tore- 
moHt dfvelot>ment in higher education 
during the paut century and America's 
most Hiteworthr single aofalevenent is 
the field of oducation. Through programs 
of research, extension tind resident in- 
struction, the land-grant 1 natltatloaa liave 
I>pc>n the principal arshitect of our pbe- 
uumeual agricultural, Industrial and so- 
cial progress. They have also beconio an 
liHiispf II sable means of achlevlnf the 
cherished Anifrlcaii Ideal of equality of 
opportunity, for it was the land-craut 
Hdioois that first opened the doors of 
hlKlit-r cdmation to all qualiricd younp 
people regardleMs of the wealth or social 
position of their families. 

THK MoiiKii.i. AtT. esubiishlng the 
laud-grant system in 1S62. sperlfied that 
these institutiouB had as a teadlug object 
"To promote the liberal and praetloal 
vduiutlon »»f thr iiiduMtrial c lasHes in the 
several pursuit and profeaslons in life." 
The fact that la< America today apynwl- 
itiafi ly (»tn>-1hird of the youth of college 
age attend college iu contrast wltli leas 
than four per emit 60 yeara ago is evi- 
dence of the ektent to wbtch this "lead* 
ln< objective" has been realised. 

In aocepting the provisions of the Mor- 
nu Act and ttemby esUbUablng the laad- 
frant tastitnttoaa. tite Twhiua utntea 
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' aiopted diflerent procedarei. In St 

states the land-gran\ college and the state 
university were combined into one insti- 
tution, for example, the universities of 
Missouri and Nebraafca. In 21 states the 
land -grant institution was established as a 
separate college, for example, Kansas 
State college <utd Io«a State eeUaga, 
, ' WOWt OF these separate institutions 
were originally named either agricultural 
colleges or state agricultural colleges. 
As their programs laoreased In non-agri- 
cutrnal fields such as engineering, home 
economics, science, forestry and veterin- 
ary medldne, U became obvious that the 
name "agricultural college" did not re- 
flect the true nature of the institution. 
Thus through legliAatlve action taken 
moHtly in the 1920*8 and 1930*9 the 
majority of these institutions legally 
Changed their namea from agricultural 
colleges to state eoUegea ol agriculture 
and mechanic arts, using the phraaeology 
of the Morrill Act. (Michigan and Kaaaaa 
State became state collegM agfftaal* 
ture and applied scienoe. ) 

Four of the separate land-grant schools, 
three oft them In the South, beeame In- 
stitutions, for Mcample, Virginia Poly- 
technic institute and Alabama Polytech- 
nic institute. Two are universities, Pur- 
due and more recently Michigan State 
university oS. asrieaitaia and applied sci- 
ence. In New York Um atate contraota 
wl^ Ooraall aalvamltr* a privale laati- 
tution, to offer the laa4-crant programs In 
agi-lculture. home aeaaonica and veterln- 
wtf medlelae. 

HMI TWO 4>r tbrae generationa the 
name which has most distinctly identi- 
fied the separate land-grant institutlona 
-kaa been *%lace eeilege.'' It la aat aft* 

HIlP^, however, that we are reaching a 
tlsae when serious consideration should 
be given to another change In name. Oa 
the one hand, many Institutions that 
are not part of the land-grant system 
have the official name of "state college," 
Oa the other hand, many aepwata land- 
grant schools have been for several years 
evoiving into university-type institutional 
although mMatalttlac a different en- 
phasis ill their academic, research, and 
ei^nslon programs from that usually 
found in the etate unlveralty of their ra- 
speetlve states. 

We can all aprec that merely to "keep 
up with the Joneseu" is Insufficient rea-p 
son for changing the name of a college. 
It's another matter, however, if the in- 
stitution itaelf has changed sufficiently 
to Justify or even make mandatory a 
change In name. Kansas State's evolu- 
tion and development have been paral- 
leled by most of the other separate land- 
grant colleges. As the preeMehts, deans, 
and other officials of these colleges come 
together in various professional meetings 
throughout the year, eon^eratlon will 
he given to these changes and propo6ed 
attendant changcB in name. 

IK ANUTUKK general change should 
take plaee aaeh aa tranqtlved In tiia 
transition from agricultural to state col- 
leies. It woald seem to me desirable to 
seek three ebanwtariatles la any .aaw 
name adopted. The new name should cer- 
tainly retlact the characteristics of the 
Institution Itself. It abould be sufficiently 
distinctive so that It woald nOt lead to 
confusion with the separate atata univer- 
sity in the same state. *

A United Press dispatch from 
Budapest reported the appearance

Cardinal Mlndsienty returned to 
Bttdnpwt rrom eight years of 
Commnnlst Imprisonment. 

A wave of excitement swept 
Budapest when the Communist- 
controlled radio broadcast news of 
Mind8z«nty'8 return. But rumors 
he was seen driving through the 
elty could not be confirmed by 
American newsmen there. 

Today's appearance of the Hun- 
garian air force over Budapest was 
the first confirmation the planes 
were In rebel hands. Yesterday 
leaflets were distributed through 
the capital but they merely said 
the air force would "stand to 
arms" if the Russians did not pull 
Hut. 

United Press correspondent 
VRnsseU Jones reported tdday that 
SOBW Soviet forces w«re sttll In 
Bndnpest and that partisans were 
linntlng down the hated AVH — 
Rongarian secret police — who 
have tried to slip away disguised as 
postmen. 

Soviets in Deep Bow 

Moscow, Oct. 31 — The Soviet 
tJnlon says It is ready to discuss 
the withdrawal of all Soviet forces 
from Hungary, Poland, and Ro- 
mania. 

The sweeping declaration was 
contained in a formal government 
statement issued last night regard- 
ing the Soviet's relations with its 
Communist neighbors. 

It said tontinued presence of 
Soviet troops In Hungary could 
lead to "srMter deterioration" of 



Israeli Victory Claims 

Jerusalem, Israel, Oct. SI — 
Israel announced today its troops 
had driven within ten miles of the 
Suez canal tn a major victory over 

Egypt. 

An Israeli communique said 
Egyptian forces In the Slnal desert 
were "virtually engnlfad" by the 
Israeli troops, 

Israel claimed thi biggest vio- 
tory over tbe Egyptians since the 
Palestine war In 1948 wlMn the 
tiny Jewish state defMit^ Uie 
combined Arab forces. 

Already there had been a series 
of victory claims including the 
capture of the Egyptian destroyer 
Ibrahim Bt Awal and its entire 
250-man crew in the first oaval 
battle of the campaign. 

Earlier, Israeli radio said the 
Israeli troops were moving to cut 
off all of the refugee-filled Oaza 
strip from Egypt — a 30-mile-long 
strip of territory pointing into 
Israel like a dagger. 

(Esypt claimed last night her 
forces were "mopping up" isolated 
Israeli units tn the desert penin- 
sula which separates Israel from 
the Suez canal.) 

But Israel said today Its OMblle 
forces had reached MiAm the 
"ulfUnatnm line" — the ten-mile 
aone from which British Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden demanded 
Israeli and Bgyptlan troops with- 
draw.

Vienna, Austria, Nov. 6 — The last ra* 
siBtanee to the Sovlat uaaters of Hangary 
collapsed today in a reign of terror that 
saw rebels banged from lamp posts and 
Red Cross hoalittals shelled and burned. 

The last desperate radio appeals for 
help from the Hungarian 'freedom fight- 
ers flickered out and Western onieUia 
ezprewed belief the Sorlata bad ervaliad 
the last resistance with a ruthless cam- 
paign of reprisals against the insurgents. -

THE MATION was asaured of 
four more years of Prosperity and 
Prof^if'SH at 12:20 (CST) this 
mornitig when Adlai B. StevjBHSOii 
conceded the election to President 
Owlsht D. Biaenliower. Ho««rer, 
the Peace theme of the Republican 
party Is much in doubt at present. 

Ike, evidently radiating with 
good healtli, Boleraniy vowed early 
this morning to continue working 
for peace "with whalei^er efereiigtli 
there is within me." 

This coming from a man who has 
■worked with duty and devotion tn 
his country since 1915, when he 
graduaUMl from the U.S. Military 
academy, relays the confidence and 
ssBurlty that the American people 
feel about the President. 

WITH IKE BACK in the White 
HouRp, Americans can feel much 
liiore comfortable now that the 
world is on the verge of war in the 
Middle Bast and Europe. 

At our last count, Ike Will once 
again be encumbered by a Demo- 
< rat-controlIed House and Senate. 
The President has indicated that 
his second-term administration 
will stick to the same middle-of- 
the-road policy that has worked 
80 suc^sssfttlly for the past four 
years. 

Much unfinished business awaits 
the action of tlie new Congress in 
the form of federal aid for school 
construction, civil rights legisla-

^ Wovlet tanks and artillery now at- 
tacking their main stronghold 

In Its appeal to Mr. Eisenhower 
the radio said: "if he supports the 
party of the oppressed In his new 
term, may all his steps be blessed.'* 

Reports reaching Vienna said 
the die-hard freedom fighters were 
girding for partisan tactics of 
sniping and sabotage to keep the 
battle-torn eonntry to constant 
ferment. 

This would pin down indefi- 
nitely an estimated 15 Soviet divi- 
sion.s— perhaps the full strength 
of the 200,000 Red army tnwps 
and 4,600 tanks sent into Hungary 
against the revolutionaries. 

The Soviets threw airplanes into 
the battle today to bomb rebel 
radio stations. Most stations were 
liniet to fact of the newest threat.

Tiie. ruth less extermination of the free- 
dom fighters by 200,UU0 Soviet soldiers 
left only a handful of rebels holding out 
In isolated posts. But the strike brouRlit 
famine, ohaos, and embarrassment to the 
Reds. 

Today the puppet rulers hold out a 

promise of bread to the starving in a 
new attempt to lure wor leers back to their 
Jobs, but death by starvation rather than 
by a Soviet buiiet appeared a likeljr ohotoe 

by many of the rel)eia. 

Premier Janos Kadar faced worse chaos 
thra that used by Moscow as an exeuae 
to depose the government of Imre Nagy 
and throw Its armed might Into suppres- 
irioB ot the reboHton. 

Kadar even hinted they might bring 
Hagy hack into the government to try to 
win support from the Hungarian people 
wlio have suffered between 12,000 and 
20,000 dead in their fight for freedom. 

Kadar said yesterday the freedom 
fighters had boea "crusbod." Re admitted 
that guerrilla fighting continued in Buda- 
pest and the provinces but brushed aside 
the eftwt of dle-haidr rebels against tbe 
wtitfM of tho Soviet toroes.

All ancicnt-Hymbol npr<ialist Junt back 
from his tliird expedition iu a coutliiuiug 
effort to solve the riddle of the symbols

<viously uncharted area witii airborne 
cameras had added new evidence to the 
theory of a civiiizatloB In the pre-btstory 

of South America. 

George Mictiunowsky, prouident of tbe 
Amasonlan fovndatton, led the recent 
four-month rxpcdilion into the Bolivian 
headwaters o£ ttie Amaxou river system.

Four Colleges 

Four more schools yesterday 
were placed on probation by the 
National Collegiate Athletic as- 
Boriatlon. Three of them were 
banned from all events sponsored 
or in co-operafelon with the NCAA 
for periods ranging from nine 
months to four years, the Atsoci- 
ated Press said. 

The four schools are North 
Carolina State college, Ohio State 
university, the University of 
Southern California, and the Uni- 
versity of California. 

At tlie sumi> time, the conn 
ril rcfneed to file probations 
ngainfft the UntTerslty of Ml- 
aml (Fl«.) and Tcxfis A*M. 
Xlte action rules out any pos- 
sIMIltir that football teams 
from thpHe schools will be able 
to 4iartlclpate In post-tteanon 
bmrl samea. 
Texas A&M Is ranked fifth na- 
tionally, and Miami is ranked 
eighth. Both adiiMla ware con- 
sidered prima eandldaf*! for 
bowl bids. 

The powerful 18-maii eonnell, 
policy-directing body of the 
NCAA, handed out one of the 
stiffest penalties in Its history 
In placing North Carolina State 
on a four-year probation, start- 
ing Tnasday. 

During that period the school 
will not be eligible to enter 
athletes or teams In any of the 
14 NCAA events or the 25 co- 
operating events, including post 
season bowl gmmas. 

The pollege also was denied 
representation on_ any NCAA 
committee and the right to vote 
on any question before the 
NCAA for the four-year period. 

Southern California was placed 
on probation until July 1, 1958, 
when probation Imposed by the 
Pacific Coast conference also 
runs out. Ohio State's carries to 
next August 21. Both teams are 
banned from the NCCA and co- 
operating events tor those 
periods. 

University of California's pro- 
bation continues to November 
13, 1957, one year from Tues- 
day, but the school will be per- 
mitted to Uka part In NCAA 
.sponsored and eo-o]^ratlve 
events. 

This bringfl to fonr, the nmn- 

hor of Pacific Coast conference 
schools cliastised by the NCAA. 
AH Imt Calit«»vla were banned 
from post -season bowl sames. 
I' (LA and the Univ««rslty of 
Washington were chastised earl- 
ier. VCLA Is M probation un- 
til August 21, lOSO. 

Walter Byers. executive secre- 
tary of the NCAA and a member 
of the conndl Infractions com- 
mitte. which conducted Investi- 
gations of alleged NCAA code 
violations, said the council de- 
clined to suspend the Miami pro- 
bation as a matter of "basic 
policy." ■ 

Byera said council policy has 
tieen to let the probationary per- 
iod run its full length.

Yesterday, Communist Hattgary 
appealed to the United Nations 
for wliat IS Bald were "urgently 
needed" medical and food sup- 
plies. 

That plea was taken up im- 
mediately and U. N. Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold de- 
layed his planned departure for 
tile Middle East to remain In 
New York for urgent talks today 
with Imre Horvath, foreign min- 
ister of the pvppet Honsarian 
government of prmnler Janos 
Kadar. 

Honratlt flew to New York yes- 
terday from Budapest and held 
preliminary conferences with 
Hammarskjold last night. Ham- 
marskjold told him he was pre- 
p;ired to go to Budapest Immedi- 
ately to arrange personally for 
the distribution of u. N. supplies. 
The first U. N. donation for 
«Uie relief of the suffering Hun- 
^;|arian people was made last= 
mght, when the tJ. N. sent a 
check for $500,000 to the Aus- 
trian Red Cross for refugee re- 
lief. Shortly before tiiat V. s. 
ambassador to the U. N. Henry 
Cabot Lodge turned over to the 
world organization another eheck 
for 11,000.000 for Uangarlan re- 
lief. 

In another intenatSonal mercy 
move, the Intematfonal Red 
Cross tn Oene-?a annonneed that 



a radio service will be set up to 
help persons abroad find out 
what has happened to relatives 
In Hnncai7.. The senriee will 
brmdeast lists of names on Its 
special 41.61 meter wave length, 
and replim will be made through 
the HuttiailM flad Cross. 

In Rnni^ Itself, intellectu- 
als and workers demanded the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops as 
the price for ending tha paralyz- 
ing general strike. 

Industrial resistance and moral 

appeals were virtually the only 
means of protest left to the be- 
leaguered Run^inans, for nearly 
all fighting hat Iwon ermftad by 

Soviet force. 

BowoTer. workers at the big in- 
dualrial complex on Csepel is- 
land* on the southern outskirts 
of Budapest oonttnned to defy 
the ring of Soviet military might 
and continued to send out ap- 
peals for the nation to back the 
strike. They warned that they 
would blow up their plant build- 
ing rather than surrender. 

In the Budapest industrial su- 
burb of Ujpest, another center of 
resistance was crushed yesterday 
when Soviet tanks and troops 
moved In and mopped up a hold- 
out rebel band. 

Despite the slow strangulation 
of the revolt, Hungarians re- 
mained steadfast in their de- 
mands for an end to Soviet oc- 
cupation of their eountry. 

Hungarian writers joined In a 
proclamation last night, saying 
that Soviet withdrawal was "the 
absolute prerequisite for internal 
peace." They maintained that 
the government of Irme Nagy, 
overthrown by the SovleU on No- 
vember 4, Is "the only legal 
government in Hungary." And 
they pledged they would not sup- 
port the Kadar puppet sovern- 
ment under any conditions. 



New Unrest in Poland 

Warsaw, Not. 14 — Signs of 
new unrest la Poland, aeeording 

to unconfirmed reports, are be-

They ware r^^orlad nassed 
along with the main Soviet troops 
on the Russo-Polish border. 

Reports of deportations of 
Jaws and Petes tnm the Sovlet- 
oeupied tarritoriea wkleh ware 
formerly Eastern Poland aided to 
the disquiet. They came mainly 
in letters to friends and rela- 
tivas whlek said the deportaaa 
were making preparations to go 
to central Russia or Siberia. 

These letters have been fre- 
auent In Um past week, accordiug 
to many reports here. 

So far there have been no new 
protest demonstrations through- 
out Poland. But it the Cracow 
district, statues of Joeef Stalin 
were torn down. 

Statues of V. I. Leuin re- 
mained untouched. 

Workers dlscussslons were pro- 
ceeding throughout the country. 
Many were reported to be strong- 
ly antl-SoTlat In eharaeter. 

Testerdar the Parliament abol- 
ished tha aoeret palioe, whose 
funetious ware talran over by 

normal security organs. Thpn 
came the government reshuffle 
in what looked Ilka a strengthen- 
ing of the Gomulka faction.

immediate withdrawal of Soviet troops 
and dedarmUoB of Hungary's neutrality. 

It waa the biggeet backdown by the 
Moscow-picked Kadar since he became 
Premier, backed by tanks and cannon ot 
Rttsalan armored forces, on November 4. 

Budapest radio reported Kadar 's new 
moves to appease HIh anti-communist 
countrymen, even at the possible cost of 
hli own poet and the Hungarian Con- 
munlal pnrty'a- doailMtlon.
